The poet Goethe, who had the physique of 
a giant and who never knew poverty as did 
ttsny other poets, was nevsrthelsss unhappy. 
He la credited with saying that in all his 
life be did not pass more than four pleasant 
weeks. His moods constantly passed from 
extreme joy to eztrene melancholy. Robert 
Boms' existence was poisoned for him by an 
" incurable taint of melancholia." The poel 
Schiller during a spell of melancholia was 
once suspected of being insane. George Sand 
suffered streaks of melancholy which nearly 
drove her to suicide.
